St. 8-15x1.5-3 cm., white, becoming stained with yellow, attenuated 
downwards, fibrillose, often striate. 

Ping white, membranaceous, large, superior, reflexed. 

Grills pallid, then fuscous adnate, deeurrent with a small tooth, crowded. 

Flesh white, brownish under the cuticle of the P» and at the base of 
the St.. 

Spores ferruginous, elliptical, 9-10 X 5-7 a. Cystidia broadly elavate or 
pear-shaped, 30-36 X 12-15 p. 

Smell and taste pleasant. Edible. Caespitose. Stumps, especially elm. 
May-Nov. common. 
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
